Students Might Have To Chip In 


No More Discount Computers? Proposal In Congress 





A proposal now in Congress 
could limit the number of students 
who receive discounts on com- 
puters through on-campus outlets. 

The Unfair Business Income 
Tax Proposal, aimed at eradicat- 
ing competition between on and 
off-campus outlets, would require 
Students to get a note from their 
professors indicating their class- 
work requires use of a computer. 

In addition, no faculty would 
qualify for discounts and the 
number of discounted computers 
sold on campus could not exceed 
half the enrollment. 

Not all agree that a note would 
be the best way to handle the

problem. 

“The concept of a note is 
demeaning to students and fac- 
ulty; at face value, it seems to be 
counterproductive to us treating 
Students as adults,” said David 
Wagner, dean of faculty. 

“It sounds like another layer of 
paperwork,” said Mary Jane Lee, 
chair of the computer science 

L 

On-campus stores can offer 
such discounts because they are 
tax exempi — the Hornet Founda- 
tion, which operates the CSUS 
computer store, is a non-profit 
Organization — and large com- 
puter vendors, such as Apple 


Computers, Inc., sell hardware and 
software to on-campus stores 
much cheaper than to off-campus 
outlets to build brand loyalty, said 
Andrew Gaynor, manager of the 
Hornet Foundation computer 
store. 

“The main purpose is to make 
sure thal university programs are 
able to provide :ducational re- 
sources, yet keep within their 
nonprofit intentions,” said Dave 
Mason, an aide to Rep. JJ. Pickle 
(D-Tex.), whose subcommittee is 
debating the proposal. 

Some fear UBIT will only serve 
to limit students’ use of comput- 
ers, 

“The net result is that fewer 
students will have computers,” 


said Boran Davidson, store man- 
ager for D&G Computers. 

Computer companies are also 
upset with the proposal. 

“We are selling computers to a 
huge segment of students who 
would otherwise not be inclined 
to purchase a computer,” said 
Chuck Jacob, Apple Computer, 
Inc.'s lobbyist in Washington, 
DC. 

But some local off-campus 
stores see the prospect of such a 
law as encouraging. Bob Beheler, 
general manager for Com- 
puWorld, said the current situ- 
auion is tough on local retailers 


Beheler said animosity be- 
tween the two types of outlets is 
created when those who don’t 
qualify for discounts buy through 
eligible students or faculty. 

“We end up servicing comput- 
ers for people who have abso- 
lutely no investment in us,” Behe- 
ler said. 

This proposal is not the first 
time the issue has been brought 
up. 

“It’s been an ongoing discus- 
sion,” said Elroy Littlefield, di- 
rector of bookstore services. 

Dean Wagner added, “This is a 
very hot issue.”

War Panel Discusses World, Finds Little Peace 


Nuclear Weapons Proliferation To Pakistan And India Could Cues War, U.S. Army Colonel Warns 





Although the likelihood of 
military involvement between the 
United States and the Soviet Un- 
ion may be diminishing, nuclear 
war between Pakistan and India is 
a growing threat, a military expert 
said Wednesday. - 

“Both India and Pakistan pos- 
sess the capabilities to deliver

that they are not the best of friends, 
so if you’re looking for some- 
place in the world where the pos- 
sibility of a nuclear war exists, | 
would start focusing in that area.”

When asked about U.S. drug 
interdiction efforts, Lieutenant 
Colonel Charles Heller said he is 
puzzled by U.S. economic policy 
as it relates to the cocaine industry 
in South America. 

“T think that the drug economy 
in Colombia, Bolivia and Peru 
definitely provides an income to 
the impoverished peasantry,” said 
Heller. “It was interesting that we 
gave Colombia money to fight the 
war on drugs but at the same time 
knocked out the price supports on 
Juan Valdez’ coffee.” 

Heller said the Army’s own 
policy of involuntary drug testing 
should be an example for corpo- 
rate America and all government 
agencies. 

“We have gone from an army 
wracked by drug problems in the 
Nam era to a practically non-exis- 
tent problem,” he said. 


When it was suggested by a 
member of the audience that the 
Soviet Union still holds strong 
reigns on East Germany, Lieuten- 
ant Colonel George Seldon Jr. 
responded by saying, “They have 
a hold of the reigns but they are 
not directing the horse as much as 
you might believe.” 

Seldon nonetheless voiced 
concem about an article by the 
tee which reported that while 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev, 
pursuant to prior treaty agreement, 
had removed 5000 tanks from East 
Germany, he had replaced them 
with armored personnel carriers, 
which possess strong anti-tank 
capabiliues. 

“This is either an aberration or 
a hiccup but it is clearly some- 
thing we don’t understand,” said 
Seidon. 

Ambassador Scanion, referring 
to the Soviet Union's present 
cabinet conflicts and problems in 
Azerbaidzhan, said he was noi 
worried about the Soviets making 
a move on Eastern Europe at the 
present time. 

“I don’t think right now that 
Gorbachev is in the attack mode 
because he has too many prob- 
lems of his own,” said Scanion.

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Former Ambassador Gives 
Candid Appraisal Of Issues

Former U.S. Ambassador to Yugoslavia John D. Scanlon presently 
serves as Deputy Commandant for Internation. Affairs for the United 
States War College in Carlyle Barracks, Pennslyvania. 

At the request of Dr. Thoma: Johnson of the CSUS Criminal Justice 
Division, Scanlon granted an exclusive interview with The Hornet 
during his Wednesday campus visit. 

Scanlon, who graduated from the University of Minnesota with a 
bachelor's and master's degree in East European and Soviet studies, 
also served in Belgrade as deputy chief of mission and as secretary of 
state for Soviet East European affairs. 

Hornet: What do you think of Secretary of Defense Cheney's 
decision to recommend reductions in the U.S. defense budget? 

Scanion: | think he's recognizing the political reality. This is the 
trend in the United States and it seems to have rather substantial 
bipartisan support. 

It’s not a question of reducing the budget, but how far and how fast. 
I think Mr. Cheney has made it clear these reductions will have to be 
guided by the extent of arms agreements with the Soviet Union. I think 
the arms agreements have to go hand-in-hand with working out 
arrangements with our NATO allies. I don’t think we can move 
unilaterally on this. After all, we worked out agreements with our 
NATO allies for arms levels deemed necessary multi-laterally for the 
defense of the Western world, and we can not now move unilaterally; 
but I think it is now quite clear that tensions have been reduced in 
Europe. Certainly the Soviet Union is less abie to count on the support 
of its allies in the offensive mode. If we can reach some sensible 
agreement with the Soviet Union and other European countries in the 
reduction of conventional forces, obviously we will consider it. 

Hornet: What kind of impact will the budget cuts have on students 
who will be graduating and are considering jobs in the defense 
industry? 

Scanlon: If we reduce procurements of equipment, the defense 
industries will become a smaller element of our overall national 
economy. But ! think it will free up funds for more investment in other 
forms of manufacturing and may help make us more competitive in the 
international market. 

Hornet: Do you think recent events in Eastern Germany and 
Czechoslovakia represent permanent shifts toward more democratic 
forms of governments? 

Scanion: Definitely. I think the trend is irreversible. There may be

The Hoya staff submitted the NOW ad to the administration for 
approval. 

“We were told not to print it until we heard from the university,” said 
Timothy Flen, the Hoya’s editor in chief. “We didn’t hear from them for 
several days, and we pressed them. They then said that the ad could not 
run.” 

“We feit the ad was protected under the university policy of freedom 
of expression, and that we had every right to run it,” Flen said.

Tickets for the event will cost $8 and will be 
available from the ASI business office. 

*ASI issued a proclamation commending the CSUS Cross Country,

to address and solve the problems of racism. 

*The board postponed the authorization of $6,845 for an error in 
office budget. The issue will again be taken up at the second meeting

$8,000 and the rest of the fund- 
ing comes from a federally 
funded grant. 

“CAMP places are limited to 
85 students but there are.54,000 
students within California who 
mect the criteria,” said Anthony 
Ortega,.outreach counselor. 

The aim of the program is to 
help the students, mainly from 
Mexican-American backgrounds, 
with the financial aid process, 
advice, counseling and tutoring. 

“CAMP is not financial aid but 
it is able to supplement monies 


that financial aid can't give,” said 
Oretega. 

The CAMP program needs the 
funds to provide a lounge area, 
study area, computer center and 
staff. 

“We are a supportive environ- 
ment,” Ortega said. “We want the 
students to do well in school, if 
they worry at university then their 
grades will go down.” 

The MEP program is sponsored 
by the School of Engineering and 
Computer Science. With the sup- 
port of industry and government 


39 scholarships were awarded in 
1989-90. 

“Even with all the scholarships 
and financial aid available it is 
impossible for students not to 
work,” said MEP Director Mde- 
leine Fish. “85 percent of our 
students have to work more than 
20 hours in engineering jobs off 
campus. This means students need 
six years to finish their degree.” 

Over the period from 1981-88 
costs of attending public colleges 
rose by 60 percent, private col- 
leges 100 pezcent. Per capita in- 
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come rose by 55 percent whereas 
the fraction of financial aid in 
grants feli from 56 percent to 47 
percent according to Fish. 

“Grant aid is decreasing for all 
students,” she said. “Although the 
MEP program is growing there is 
still the need for students to work 
through college.” 

During the academic year MEP 
is organizing with ARCO a “Pro}- 
ect Success” fund. The $25,000 
fund will be used to contact and 
arrange with employers to set upa 
five-year financial package which 


guarantees employment for stu- 
dents when school is not in ses- 
sion. Help with tuition fees and 
costs are also being planned. 

“If the student is able to budget 
the holiday wages, they should be 
able to cut the length of the degree 
program,” said Fish. 

Overall, CSUS is trying to find 
funds for the students. 

“CSUS is supporting the people 
who work for the programs and 
there are growing efforts to in- 
form the students of their oppor- 
tunities,” said Fish.

trend is very clearly in the direc- 
uon of a free market economy. 

Hornet: Do you think the fall 
of the Berlin Wall will result in 
increased numbers of refugees to 
the United States? 

Scanlon: Actually I think 
you're going to see fewer refu- 
gees from Wester Europe. I think 
you will see more serious eco- 
nomic opportunites because the 
free market system is being in- 
creased. So I don’t think the refu- 
gee problem in Western Europe 
wil} be very acute in the immedi- 
ate future, barring any cataclys- 
mic events. 

Hornet: What do you think the 
development of freer markets in 
the Soviet Union will mean for 
the U.S. economy? 

Scanlon: It is not a major mar- 
ket for us and I'm not sure that it 
will develop into one. It’s much 
more of a natural market for the 
West Europeans than it is for us. 
But there will be some good op- 
portunities, and I hope we have 
the imagination to pursue them. 
It’s acheap labor market and there 
are some good businesses and 
industries that would be worth our 
while to get involved in. 

Hornet: Will the murder of the 
six priests in El Salvador affect 
U.S. support of the El Salvadoran 
government? 

Scanion: We support derno- 
cratic elections in El Salvador and 
Cristiani was elected openly and 
freely in El Salvador as president. 
He hasn't been charged with cul- 
pability in the murder of the 
priests. There have been charges 
against elements of the armed 
forces but he personally and his 
administration has not been 
charged with culpability. The 
investigation of the crime will 
proceed in a deliberate manner; 
but generally speaking we espouse 
free elections and democratic 
procedure in Central America.

STUDENTS REINSTATED FOLLOWING HOSTILE COL- 
LEGE REPUBLICAN TAKEOVER 


(CPS) — Student leaders who were ousted from office by a College 
Republican hostile takeover have been reinstated by a student group 
governing board. 

In early November, about 15 students — including College Repub- 
lican leaders — showed up for a regular meeting of the Campus 
Awareness Organization at the University of North Carolina at Wilming- 
ton when the group’s president was out of town. The newcomers signed 
on as members, quickly impeached the CAO’s officers, elected them- 
selves as the new officers, changed the group’s constitution, and 
resolved, in effect, to destroy the CAO by cutting off its funding. 

Many of the group’s original members accused the College Repub- 
licans of trying to shut down CAO because the group’s president, 
Denny Best, is a socialist. 

In a closed hearing Nov. 16, thie Student Organization Committee, 
comprised of students and administrators, ruled the charges used to 
impeach the original officers were false, and reinstated them. 

“I think justice has been served,” Best said. “I hope there will be no 


‘more interruptions. We just want to get back to business.” 


The students who orchestrated the overthrow reportedly are now 
planning an appeal, but did not return Coilege Press Service’s phone 
calls to confirm it. 


CAL-BERKELEY CLOSING CO-OP BECAUSE OF LSD 
PARTY AND THREE LAWSUITS 


(CPS) — Barrington Hall, the student co-op at the University of 
California at Berkeley known for its relaxed climate, alternative 
lifestyles, political activity, wild parties and drug use, is closing, the 
University Students Cooperative Association (USCA), the hall's 
governing board, announced Nov. 9. 

Neighbors distraught by vandalism, crime and drugs at Barrington, 
part of the biggest student co-op housing project in the United States, 
had leveled three lawsuits at the USCA during the past two years. 

The USCA voted to close Barrington after a September party at 
which house members distributed LSD, confirmed USCA spokesman} 
Derek Glass. 

The 180 students now living in Barrington will be moved to one of 
the other 17 houses the co-op owns, said Glass, who added the UCSA 
isn’t sure what it will do with the vacated building. 

“Barrington would not have closed except for the efforts of its 
neighbors,” said lawyer Donald Driscoll, who represents Barrington’s 
neighbors and who still plans to proceed with the lawsuits. “The 
neighbors must be compensated for their injury.” 


Conservative Journalists Found Guilty Of Assault 


(CPS) — Three University of 
Massachusetts-Amherst conser- 
convicted in late November of 
assaulting two liberal UMass stu- 
dent reporters who had written an 
article they didn’t like. 

The conservatives were found 
guilty of several misdemeanor 
counts of pushing and shoving, 
but were acquitted of more seri- 
ous charges they had violated their 
victims’ civil rights and conspired 
to commit a crime. 

The thive attackers all worked 
for The Minuteman, a conserva- 
tive campus paper. Their victims 
worked for a liberal campus paper 


published an article in its debut 
“Campus Conservatives Linked 
To KKK/Neo-Nazis.” 

Robb Smith and Ted Cham- 
bers, the article’s authors, say 
Minuteman staffers attacked them 
March 7 while they were distrib- 
uling copies of their paper. 

The liberals said four students 
had surrounded their car as they 
approached a dorm to drop off 
copies, jumped on the car, and 
threatened to kill them. 

On Nov. 15, a Northhampton 
(Mass.) District court found Min- 
uteman staffers Greg Rothman, 
Bran Darling and Doug Dratch 
guilty of misdemcanor assault 


charges associated with the inci- 
dent, fining them $100 apiece for 
each charge. 

A fourth student, former Min- 
was acquitted of all charges. 

“We were kind of disappointed, 
but it’s a conviction anyway,” 
Chambers said. “They’ ve finally 
been held accountable.” 

Rothman, who has since gradu- 
ated and is working at his father’s 
real estate firm in Harrisburg, Pa., 
said he was “delighted” by the 
trial’s outcome, but declined to 
comment further. 

Much like other avowedly 
conservative papers that have 
sprung up on some 30 campuses

with financial help from the Wash- 
ington, D.C.-based Institute for 


features that include insults to 
broad categories of students. 
One issue included a “Diver- 
sity Word Find” puzzle, which 
included the words “homo,” “fag,” 


Smith and Chambers decided 
to run the story when, upon mov- 
ing thew fledgling newspaper into 
campus offices formerly occupied 
by The Minuteman, they discov- 
ered a copy of The Minuteman’s 
mailing list. 

The pair compared the names 


about the Republican Party’s al- 
leged ties to Nazis. The report was 
published by Political Research 
Associates, a Cambridge, Mass., 
based group that tracks extremist 
political activities. 

Smith and Chambers found that 
many of the names on The Min- 
uteman’s mailing list were on the 
Political Research Associates’ list. 

The case, however, is not 
closed. Smith will soon go tocourt 
to face charges stemming from a 
shoving match with Rothman and 
claims by the four conservatives 
that Smith tried to run them over 
with his car during the March 7

One of the injustices of the As- 
sociated Students Inc. is its au- 
thority to administer money to 
different organizations from its 
$1.5 million budget. But students 
can do little to prevent the direc- 
tors from spending money on 
themselves. 

The directors have minds of 
their own. And that can be a dis- 
turbing thought, considering the 
AS! executive directors are find- 
ing it Necessary to increase their 
supends from $300 per semester 
to $500. They have not, however, 
taken on any added responsibility. 
There are other CSU campuses 
w! Associated Student offi- 

earn more than the CSUS 

tors, but at many of those 
campuses, the students are actu 

yperaling student services. 

hether other Associated Stu 
dent olficers make more money 
doesn’t seem to be the issue. After 
all, there is not a career in serving 
as an ApI director. Therefore, the 
“you-pay-an-official-better-and- 
you li-get-a-better-servant” phi- 
losophy doesn't apply. 





Some may argue that if directors 
were paid more, they could devote 
more time to the corporation 
raiher than working another job. 
However, ASI could better dis- 
perse duties to its commilttee 
members, thus giving the direc- 
tors more time. Also, the directors 
who do nothing but show up to the 
meetings could take some of the 
responsibility off those who are 
overcommitied. 

Students who serve on ASI 
should want to do so because they 
believe they can improve serv- 
ices, events and situations at 
CSUS for other students, and also 
gain experience in running a cor- 
poration and administering 






money. The fact stands that they 
do receive a spend, green park- 
ing sticker, have their own offices 
with office equipment, use assis- 
tants and have the opportunity to 
meet important people. 

Many insiders say part of ASI’s 
problem is an abundance of funds 
not allocated for specific pur- 
poses, which causes the directors 
to be less concerned about how 
much money they spend in certain 
Situauons. 

For example, at one time they 
wanted to put costly nameplates 
on thei doors. Apparently they 
wanted everyone who knocked on 
the door to have no doubt. 

But there are student assistants 


and a secretary who confront 
anyone entering the ASI goven- 
ment office. It’s not as if visitors 
are allowed past without permis- 
sion. 

The money for the nameplates is 
minor compared to the thousands 
of dollars which will probably be 
spent to hire an outside agency to 
run the ASI elections this spring. 
If ali goes as planned, ASI will 
once again spend more than 
$10,000 for an outside agency to 
run the elections. It can be antici- 
pated that the agency's workers 
will earn $10 per hour to operate 
the polls for five days, during 
Greek Week and River City Days

The CSUS University Theatre is cur- 
rently staging a production of “Machinal,” 
an expressionistic drama written by Stock- 
ton-born Sophie Treadwell, recognized as 
One ot the leading artists of modern Ameri- 
can drama. 

The highly acclaimed play, first shown 
on Broadway in 1928, is based on an infa- 
mous American murder trial of the ’20s. 
The trial brought to light the ill-fated in- 
volvement of a young woman and her lover, 
and resulted in Ruth Snyder, “Machinal's” 
lead character, being convicted of murder. 
She was one of the first women to be 
electrocuted in the history of America. 

Treadwell emerged as a radical during 
World War I, and fought for women’s vot- 
ing nghts and established communal groups 
such as the Provincetown Players. Being 
socially aware, Treadwell felt strongly about 
the trial and the sensational newspaper

accounts that were printed during that pe- 
nod. 

The CSUS production of “Machinal” is 
directed by J. Pat Rice, who obtained her 
Ph.D. at UC Berkeley, and was an actress 
with San Francisco’s American Conserva- 
tory Theatre. According to Rice, “Machi- 
nal” is a“brilliant example of American ex- 
Pressionism, an austerely beautiful depic- 
tion of the unequal struggle between a 
human being and the awesome mechanics 
of a dehumanizing society.” 

Rice cites an interesting aspect of the 
play as the way in which Treadwell man- 
ages to portray the dehumanization of 
conformity and materialism without dehu- 
manizing the characters. 

Drama major Maleva Barbula, who 
received “Best Actress” award for her work 
in the CSUS Studio Theatre One-Act Se- 
nies, plays the young woman in “Machi-

But aid the bashful in approach- 
ing these sensitive subjects? I have 
my doubts. Personally, having the 
question spelled out for me in black 
and white wouldn’t make it any 
easier to ask my date what words 
he uses to describe sexual parts of 
the human anatomy. 


Depending on the company you 
keep, some questions in the book 
may be better left unsaid. Asking 
these questions of a serious ro- 
mantic partner, for instance, could 
rank right up there with watching 
“Eddie Murphy: RAW” together. 
And so might the argument to 
inevitably follow. 

Would you really want to know 
if your parmer fantasizes about 
people other than you, for ex- 
ample? Or what your partner 
would do if he/she found a diary 
of your innermost thoughts? 


can unleash, however, the book is 
basically light-hearted. The blunt- 
ness and boldness of some of its 
questions is somewhat addicting, 
making it hard to read just one. 

But perhaps a more accurate 
title would be “Love and/or Sex,” 
as the questions generally address 
one subject or the other, rether 
than the two intertwined.

To Give Flute Recital 


Talented Musician Graduated From 
Julliard And Played Carnegie Hall

CSUS music professor Laurel 
Zucker, will be featured in a flute 
concert at the music recita! hall on 
Monday, Dec. 4, at 8 p.m. 

The program wil! consist of 
works by Francis Poullenc, George 
Handel, T. Boehm, Telemann and 
Heitor Villa-Lobos. Pianist Brenda 
Tom will accompany Zucker on 
the Handel, Poullenc, and Boehm 
pieces, while cellist Kurt Kaufman 
will play along on the “jet whistle” 
piece. 

The “jet whistle” piece by 
Heitor Villa-Lobos uses a con- 
temporary flute technique created 
by Heitor Villa-Lobos. The “jet 
whistle” sound is created by cov- 
ering the enure mouthpiece when 
blowing into the flute, producing 
an airy, sharp, whistle sound. Al- 
though the “jet whistle” is not as 


melodic as one would think a flute 
would sound, it is haunungly 
expressionistc. 

Zucker started playing the flute 
at the age of twelve and would nse 
at 4 a.m. to practice. “I fell in love 
with the instrument | always knew 
what I wanted to do,” she said. 

Zucker has played at Carnegie 
Hall often and has also performed 
with the American Symphony 
Orchestra, Musica Sacra, Colle- 
giate Corral, Stanford Symphony, 
St. Lukes Chamber Orchestra, 
Harvard Chamber Players and 
the Jupiter Orchestra. Zucker’s 
talent has taken her into interna- 
tional circles as well, playing with 
the Fountainbleau Music Festi- 
val, Mozarteum Music Festival in 
Salzberg, Austria, and CHIPOM 
in Italy. 


Having received her bachelor’s 
degree from Julliard and her mas- 
ter’s from New York University, 
Zucker continued her education 
by working on a dissertation for a 
doctorate from New York Univer- 
sity. It is just one of her many 
projects. Currently Zucker is 
composing rock music for the 
flute. 

“The best musicians are rock- 
n-roll musicians,” Zucker said. 
“You have to market yourself - 
being a great flutist isn’tenough,”

As Wall Street gets hectic dur- 
ing a cold winter in the early ’70s 
in Greenwich Viilage, street art- 
ists follow the peaceful rhythm of 
everyday life — doing their shows 
with talent and good humor to 
passers-by, for the price of to- 
night’s dinner. 

“Sidewalk Stories” is a fabu- 
lous comedy about this street life 
in New York with a tender love 
story. It follows Charlie Chaplin’s 
tradition of humor and musical 
tempo, although the characters are 
mostly black people and street 
artists. 

Produced, directed and written 
by Charles Lane, “Sidewalk Stwo- 
mes” is a silent black and white 
-ilm with the electrical rhythm of 
composer Marc Marder, whose 
music acts as the expressive voice 
of the film through blues, rock, 
jazz, Classical, rap, Brazilian, funk 
and other odd combinations. 

An artist (Charles Lane) 
sketches portraits in his usual spot

in Greenwich Village next to a 
bunch of other artists: a dancer, a 
puppeteer, a juggier, a ventrilo- 
quist, a magician and a penny 


pitcher. Farther down the street,a | 


jazz quartet sets the blues ambi- 
ence. Each has his own spot in the 
artists’ corner. 

The portraitist has a simple life. 
He works all day and then goes 
home at night to an abandoned 
tenement that he has arranged into 
a cozy place. As his daily routine 
ends the night he stumbies upon a 
stroller with a little girl (Nicole 
Alysia) left alone on the streets.

other side” of life - love and money. 
But does he wants to end his side- 
walk story? 

The viewer sees the artists’ 
comer from various points of view. 
The cinematographer, Bill Diil, 
follows and chases passers-by and 
shows the moviegoer the comer 
from the pedestrian’s perspective. 

High-ciass people, tramps, 
house wives, gentlemen and work- 
ing women look at the artists’ plaza 
with different eyes, and the cam- 
era shows what the eyes are at- 
tracted to and how they see the art. 


The viewer is given an inside and 
outside position simultaneously, 
just as Chaplin used to do. 

The photographer and the 
composer agreed on a tempo and 
rhythm that give movement to the 
movie. There’s no break; the har- 
mony between the music and the 
Photography is surprisingly per- 
fect. When the artist teaches the 
child how to wink, the music slides 
into a mixed style of orchestration 
as the child struggles to do it.

The 
movie screams at the end that we're 
all street partners in the same 
world, trying to survive in New 
York by fighting for a cab or for a 
dinner

Anytime talent says “that’s 
enough, I'm outta here,” it’s fun to 
watch the resulting success or 
succeeded with various collabo- 
rations, including Duane Eddy on 
“Peter Gunn,” Max Headroom on

remake of Prince’s song “Kiss” 
with Tom Jones. 

On “Below the Waste,” they 
team up with the South African 
vocal group Mahlathini and the 
Mahotella Queens for the album’s 
big cut, “Yebo.”

Future Looks Good For Pfau 


~ Many people 3 al 1 CSUS- al- 
ready know who Mark Pfau is. 
If not, at least riany have heard 
him sing the National Anthem 
for one CSUS sporting event or 
another. If you have, the expe- 
nence was probably memorable. 

Pfau has made great strides 
in his singing and dancing. His 
abilities have led him to parts in 
CSUS theater productions, not 
to menuon an endless list of 
musical and theatrical accom- 
plishments in high school and 
even earlier.

When he would start to get 
ured, he said his dad would 
always push him “just a little 
more, telling me I could do it, 
that I could be a champion.” 

Since his first years playing 
Pop Warner ball as a boy, Mark 
has displayed characteristics of 
a champion. 

“I played football non-stop 
all the way through college, but 
as much as I loved the sport, I 
knew my own limitations.” 

At 5’8", and 175 pounds, 
Pfau realized he would only go 
so far. But this never affected 
his dedication or the abundant 
amount of energy he continued 
to pour into the game and the 
team. 

“I guess my love forthe game 
had more to do with the sport 
itself. The hard work and inten- 


sity it demanded taught me so 
much from a really early age. “ 
Pfau never got into drinking, 
and has yet to even smoke a 
joint. “I don’t care at all if other 
people want to, but I guess I just 
Saw ine best athletes as being 
Straight - at least in my own 
perception. And I was solely 
dedicated to being my best.” 
Pfau’s best performances, 
however, have been as an enter- 
tainer, not a football player. 
“Singing for games came 
pretty unexpectedly. I mean, | 
admit I was always clowning 
around and singing, but that was 
just a part of my personality - 
the way I behaved daily.” 
While he was singing in the 
shower after a practice, Clancy 
Barow, a football player and 
announcer for many CSUS ath- 
letic events, proposed the idea 
that he try out to sing for the 
opener of women’s softball.

He began singing the An- 
them to open his own team’s 
games, not to menuon several 
other athletic events on campus, 
including men’s baseball and 
women’s volleyball. 

“It was the greatest expen- 
ence to sing for ateam | was part 
of,” Pfau said. “When you're 
working so hard with a group of 
people, you become like family. 
There’s so much adrenalyn and 
emotion happening. It just adds 
to it when one of the ‘family’ is 
a part of the opening song.” 

According to Head Foothall 
Coach Bub Mattos, “Mar. was 
considered the team’s spint 
leader. His own loyalty and 
effort directly affected his team- 
mates’. Pfau knew he had ath- 
letic limitations, yet he perse- 
vered as hard - probably harder 
- than anyone else for three years. 
Pfau learned he had other tal- 
ents he could contribute to the 
team. His musical abilities were 
a real motivator.” 

As a result of such qualities, 
Pfau was nominated for 1987's 
Most Inspirational Player.’ 

Pfau’s perseverance has 
enabled him to add singing the 
Nauonal Anthem at both Kings’ 
games and Giants’ games to his 
list of accomplishments. Re- 
cently, he signed on with Dorie 
Modeling Agency in San Fran- 
cisco and also entered as a con- 


testant on Star Search talent 
show. 

“I love acting, singing and 
modeling, and it seems like alot 
of people really limit themselves 
by choosing one,” Pfau said. “I 
don’t care which order opportu- 
nity arrives in, it’s all interre- 
lated, and I’m equally ambiuous 
about each.” 

In the meantime, Pfau can be 
seen around town playing ina 
band called Distance. 

“Right now, we're mostly 
doing fraternity gigs, but we'll 
be at Club Me on the 14th of 
December,” he said. 

Pfau explained that until any 
big “break” comes along, he’l! 
continue to perform at local 
events. 

“I don’t care really what the 
Situation is,” he said. “I just love 
performing.” 

If you've ever had a class 
with Pfau, or even just seen him 
around school, you know this is 
noexaggeration. The guy never 
stops. 

Pfau, 23, will graduate in 
May witha bachelor’s degree in 
Communications Studies. Star 
Search will be his next step and, 
with all of his talent and energy, 
perhaps the first mark of a suc- 
cessful career.

quences to the mother. 91.10 per- 
cent of all abortions are per- 
formed in the first trimester when, 
according to medical statistics, 
abortion is twice as sale as a ton- 
sillectomy, 100 times as safe as an 
appendectomy, and five times as 
safe as childbirth. 

If the pro-lifers want to keep 
women from having aboruons, 
here is what they need to do: 

1. Recognize that people have 
sex outside of the purpose of pro- 
creation, and all of the complain- 
ing and praying in the worid won't 
change this. 

2. Recognize thai the way to 
reduce the number of abortions is 
through sex education. 

3. Allow for sex education to be 
taught publically in all schools, 
and for birth control to be freely 
accessible, especially for minors 


and low income women. 

4. And yes, sex education 
teachers should also teach that 
abstinence is the best recourse to 
keep from getting pregnant. 

I suggest that sex education 
classes being taught around the 
fourth through eighth grade lev- 
els, because those are the approx1- 
mate years when puberty begins. 

This is the very least that needs 
to be done in atiempting to reach a 
happy medium between both 
forces.

A 
scientist discovered that brain 
waves in the fetus seem to begin in 
the fetus’ fifth month of develop- 
ment. Since a person is clinically

was at the Georgetown campus for a conference on academic 
freedom when the Hoya decided not to publish, and issued a 
statement supporting the students’ decision. 

The statement was endorsed by the United States Student Associa- 
tion and the Association of American Colleges. 

“We supported the editors at Georgetown,” said Jordan Kurland of 
the AAUP. “We find (colieges) turning more and more to (the restnic- 
tive) policies that were adopted in the 1960s for student rights.” 

“Anything relating to abortion is very touchy, especially at Catholic 
universities,” he added. 

Earlier this fall, students and alumni criticized the Loyola Univer- 
sity of New Orleans programming board for scheduling an abortion 
debate that included a pro-choice advocate, but the school itself did 
nothing to prevent the event. 

Last year at Duquesne University in Pennsylvania, the student 
government seized control of the student paper, The Duke, temporarily 
stopping publication after in ran an ad for birth control counseling. 

“There are certain guidelines at Catholic institutions that may be 
different from (other universities),” observed spokesman Gary Krull of 
Georgetown, which earlier in this decade waged a prolonged campaign 
to deny student aid funding to a campus gay students group. 

“Remember, the students brought the ad to (the dean), because they 
had some concern over the content of the ad. I think that’s an interesting 
thing to keep in perspective,” Krull added. 

Catholic University’s Friday said that the “university is not obli- 
gated to provide a forum for advocates whose values are counter to 
those of the university.” 

Kurland’s AAUP currently is considering officially censuring Catho- 
lic University for firing the Rev. Charles Curran, a theology professor 
whose classroom lectures often contradicted church doctrine. 

“T think it’s horrifying,” NOW’s Yard said. “I find it a total negation 
of the purpose of a university.” She added that Catholic University had 
sponsored an anti-abortion speaker a few weeks before her canceled 
talk. 

“It’s totally scandalous,” Yard maintained. “These people are sup- 
posed to be educators. How do they expect to train the generation 
responsible for running the country in the future if they deny something 
as fundamental as freedom of speech?” 

NOW did place an ad for its abortion rights demonstration in the 
Tower, Catholic University’s paper, but it was followed by protests 
from students and administrators. 

Friday wrote a letter to the editor calling the ad “offensive” and 
“ynappropriate,” and at a university “town meeting” several anti- 
aboruion students wanted to burn copies of the Tower in protest, but 
administrators asked them to refrain. 

On Nov. 14, Georgetown changed its policy. In a letter to the media 
board, Jack DeGoia, dean of student affairs, promised that “political 
expression, even in the form of advertising, is protected in our student 
newspapers.” 

“E.sentially what’s happened here is the university has backed 
down and has said thai the advertisement should not have been 
blocked, and must not be blocked in the future,” Flen said. “We are very 
happy with the progress that has been made.” -

The nebula is a huge gas cloud 
in which stars are forming. it is visible to the 
naked eye (as a fuzzy patch) and prominent in 
binoculars

(CPS) — Big-time college 
athletes, long viewed as the most 
popular and powerful people on 
campuses, in factoften feel lonely, 
exploited and alienated from their 
coaches, a report issued by the 
NCAA has found. 

The report, called “Comments 
From Students,” is the final part 
of the NCAA’s “National Study of 
Intercollegiate Athletics,” 
launched by the NCAA’s ruling 
Presidents Commission. 

After reading the comments 
from 1,789 athletes at 42 NCAA 
Division I schools, Presidents 
Commission chairman and Uni- 
versity of Nebraska-Lincoln 

Chancellor Martin Massengale 
concluded, “We have to take steps 
to improve (college athietic pro- 
grams). Athletes need time to be 
students.” 

In their anonymous comments, 
gathered for the NCAA by the 
American Institutes for Research, 
the students complained of feel- 
ing isolated, of not being a part of 
any non-athlete social life, of 
suffering racial epithets, of hav- 
ing little time to study and of being 
physically abused by their 
coaches. 


“The pressure the coaches put 
on us te win at times has resulted 
in physical violence, such as 
punching and slapping by the 
coaches. Some days the coaches 
make you feel as though you are a 
part of a large herd of anumals. In 
other words, they treat you like a 
piece of meat,” wrote a footbal

Among some of the other play- 
ers’ comments published in the 
report were: 

*”They say that | am a student- 
athlete, but really I'm an athlete- 
student. They lied to me on the 
recruiting tip. Football is the 
Number One thing here.” 

*”The coaches should have a 
more personal and sympathetic 
attitude towards the athletes, not 
treat us like pieces of meat,” said 
a freshman football player. 

e"The atmosphere at ro 
and games is very iniense. hes 
are so caught up in winning, they 
project a very ught attitude to- 
ward the players. They need to 
relax.” 

Those feelings weren’t exclu- 
sive to football players. One 
woman who plays in a non-reve- 
nue sport wrote that the term 
“student-athlete” is anoxymoron, 
and that “the athlete who cares 
about maximizing her education 
is in a constant tug-of-war match 
between studies and her sport.” 

“One problem I see with the 
student-athlete concept is that 
while coaches stress the student 
aspect, they aren’i always true to 
their word,” wrote a female bas- 
ketball player. 

The majority of athletes quoted 
in the report were critical of their 
coaches, saying they exert too 
much pressure with too little 
understanding of personal prob- 
lems or academic 

The comments “probably re- 
flect the relations that coaches and

where sports is a big business,” 
said James Frey, a sports sociolo- 
gist at the University of Nevada- 
Las Vegas. 

“T think their concerns certainly 
have some validity,” said Ed 
Tapscott, head basketball coach at 
the American University in Wash- 
ington, D.C. “With all the pres- 
sures of revenue sports, it’s easy 
for students to get the impression 
that coaches are not concerned 
with their well-being.” 

Many of the adults who run 
such programs, however, don’t 
believe athletes’ lives are as bleak 
as the report portrays them to be. 
Roy Love, athletic director at 
Portiand State University in Ore- 
gon, said most coaches do care 
about students. “For every coach 
who doesn’t have any student 
empathy, there are many others 
who do.” 

The complaints, added Susan 
Gibbs, assistant director of ath- 
letic and academic services at the 
University of Louisville, a peren- 
nially top-ranked basketball 
power, might simply be isolated 
comments. 

“I could see where (athletes) 
begin to feel they don’t have a life 
of their own,” she said. “That 
happens to a lot of people — such 
as secretaries — who have to 
answer to other people.”

being exploited. Athletes are 
trained to respond subserviently.” 

Though the comments in the 
NCAA were anonymous, some 
students were willing to speak for 
the record. 

“There is no doubt that if | 
weren't involved in football my 
grades would be better,” Mark 
VanKeirsbilk, a senior offensive 
tackle at the University of Okla- 
homa, told College Press Service. 
But teammate Don Smitherman, 
thinks that if players just apply 
themselves, they can be achievers 
on and off the field. 

“I’m tired after practice, but I

think that if you’re determined to 
be successful academically, you 
can do it. It just requires a lot of 
extra effort,” said Smitherman, 
who plays football and baseball, 
and is a first-year law student at 
Oklahoma. 

The report, Louisville’s Gibbs 
said, may help build support for 
NCAA rule changes that could 
relieve some of the pressure on 
he athletes. 

Frey disagreed. “The NCAA 
strictly exists to protect the prof- 
its. It’s there for financial status, 
not the integrity of games,” he 
said.

Ar _ ‘es Wednesday night. Afier a first 
ha. uhat saw them shoot a disma! 25% 
from the floor and 37% from the line, 
the Homets posted an impressive SO

Hornet Head Coach Joe Anders said 
that the Golden Eagles opened the game 
with a tough brand of physical basket- 
ball.

of the NCAA Presidents Commission 
and chancellor of the University of Ne- 
braska at Lincoln. “There’s got to be in- 
tegrity in college athletics.” 

“The current problems will not go away 
unless some changes are made,” said Ed 
Tapscott, basketball coach at American 
University in Washington, D.C. 

“We'll see a host of changes over the 
next few years,” Tapscou predicted. “I'm 
just not sure what they will be.” 

The NCAA already has adopted rules 
that keep freshmen with low grades or 
Standardized test scores from playing on 
varsity sporis teams. More rules changes 
appear to be imminent. 

They generally address three areas: 
graduation rates, lessening the amount of 
ume students must spend working on their 
sport, and money. 

*Graduation rates: 

Congress currently is debating a bill 
sponsored by Sen. Bill Bradley (D-NJ.) 
that would require colleges to reveal their 
athletes’ graduation rates to high school 
seniors they are recruiting. 

The prospect cf a truth-in-graduation 
law prompted NCAA Executive Director 
Richard Schultz to promise in mid-Sep- 
tember to support the bill if the NCAA 
doesn’t adopt such a rule on its own before 
January. 

Reformers say the bill is necessary 
because colleges someumes don’t fulfill 
their promise to educate athletes in return 
for the athletes’ work in helping fll stadi- 
ums and gyms. 

*Easing the workload: 

Robert Atwell, head of the powerful 
American Council on Education, a college 
presidents’ lobbying group in Washington, 
D.C., and itseif a force within the NCAA's

Atwell told a congressional pane! last 
May that freshmen should not be allowed 
to play football or basketball, and that 
football, basketball and baseball seasons 
should be shortened. Last month, the Presi- 
dents Commission proposed cutting spring 
football practice from 20 to 10 days, and 
culting baskeiball season from 28 to 25 
games. 

Cutting spring football practice is a 
“good idea,” said Mark VanKeirsbilk, a 
senior offensive tackle at the University of 
Oklahoma. “It really takes a toll on ath- 
letes’ bodies, and there are high injuries but 
not much recovery time,” he said. 

Sharing the money: 

In an October survey by the NCAA's 
President Commission, 225 college ath- 
letes said their most pressing personal 
problems revolved around money. A ma- 
jority of students said they needed more for 
nersonal expenses, and thought they should 
be paid for their work beyond the value of 
their a2 ademic scholarships. 

“Money and ail the NCAA mules sur- 
rounding 1 are the biggest hindrance to 
student-athletes... The only thing the 
NCAA's rules do is take away the chance 
for kids aitending average or honest pro- 
grams to get money and have an enjoyable 
and comfortable college experience,” a 
basketball player said. 

The ACE’s Atwell favors climinating 
athletic scholarships altogether, and letting 
all colleges share in TV revenues. Moncy 
reforms, however, may be harder to pass 
than the others. 

“I think the scholarship system is fine 
the way it is,” said Roy Love, athietic 
director at Portiang State University.

With all the talk of the anticipated 
move of CSUS athletics to Division 1, it is 
ume for students, faculty, community 
members and miscellaneous others to 
make their presence heard (and seen). 
There is no better opportunity than this 
Saturday, December 2 when the Hornet 
Volleyball team hosts Alaska- Anchorage 
in a first-round playoff match beginning 
at 7:30 p.m. in Hornet Gym. 

In case you missed it, the Hornet spik- 
ers are ranked number one in the nation in 
Division II, finishing the regular season 
with a 37-4 record.
